connectivity and accessibility on the west side of Bardstown.

. PURPOSE AND NEED

The city of Bardstown has experienced growth in both industry and traffic in recent years which
has resulted in safety issues and congestion along several routes in and around the Bardstown
area. Several improvements are ongoing or have been constructed. In 2015, KY 245 between
US 150 and US 62 was widened to five lanes. A project will be let in 2018 to improve the US
150/Bluegrass Parkway Interchange which should help to alleviate congestion in the area. Minor
widening and geometric improvements have also been made in recent years to US 31E north of
Bardstown which provide a safer connection to the southeast end of Louisville.

Numerous schools, medical facilities, commercial businesses, and factories are located along the
western portion of Bardstown. This includes a new rock quarry, an airport, a landfill, Thomas
Nelson High School, Flaget Memorial Hospital, and a proposed city school along Templin
Avenue.

The purpose of this study is to evaluate the connectivity and accessibility of west Bardstown and
determine potential needed improvements and priorities.

V. SCOPE OF WORK

The purpose of this study is to evaluate (1) traffic patterns in and around Bardstown, (2)
accessibility and connectivity on the west side of Bardstown primarily between US 62 and KY

245, and (3) the long range need to provide a connection to the Bluegrass Parkway south of
Bardstown and to US 31E north of town.

The selected Consultant will provide engineering services for the completion of a scoping
study to identify and evaluate improvements to the western side of Bardstown in Nelson
County. The consultant will consider an inner and outer bypass option. Activities include, but
may not be limited to, an inventory of existing conditions, establishing project purpose and
goals, proposing and analyzing alternate improvement options, developing practical
solutions and cost estimates, conducting public involvement activities throughout the study

process, prioritizing improvements, and writing a technical report(s) to document the study
process and results.

firm shall be ranked one (1) place ahead of the latter.
